P^rsomKl , — There has been no change in the personnel o£ the Department 
except the appointment as Assistant Director of Arciia?{ilogy of Mr, T, Streenivas 
who had previously rendered very useful service to the Department as Hono¬ 
rary Assistant Superintendent {vide H.E H.'s Firman dated the 24th Rabf II 
1542 H*) Mr. Vazdani was away on deputation to Europe aod Islamic coun¬ 
tries from the 13th Tlr 1331 F. to the 5th Urdlbihisht 1333 F. ii^th May, 1922, 
to igtli March, 192+) He also represented the Government of fndia at the 
Centenary celebrations of the Societe Astatique at Paris in July, 1922. 

During the period of Mr, Yazdani’s deputation Mr. AH AsgJjar Bilgrami, 
Chief Superintendent, Home Secretariat, was in charge of the current work of 
the Department. 

Tours .—^In 1331 F- the Director carried out the programme given in the 
previous year’s Report and toured in the K.arimnagar^ Nizauiabad, landed, 
Aurangabad and Oosnianabad Districts. Mr. Bilgrami toured in the Gulbarga, 
Bidar and .\uraugabad Districts during the period of his charge. After his 
return from deputation Mr. Yazdani visited certain places in the Medak and 
Oosmanahad Districts. 

Motwntents Surveyed. — Mr. Yazdani, taking advantage of the variety and 
abundance of forts in the Deccan, has studied them carefully and his notes on 
the forts at Hlgandal, Qandhar and Parenda are extremely interesting. 

Conservation .— ^The most important measures carried out during the years 
under review relate to the preservation of the Ajanta paintings. The Italian 
resiaurateurs Prof. Lorenzo Cecconi and his Assistant, Count Orsini, were re-en¬ 
gaged for another season and tliey conserved the entire wing of Cave XVI and all 
the important groups of pictures in Caves I, II, X and XVII. Lo%'ers of the 
Ajanta paintings will be gratiberl to learn that by these operations deterioration 
of the frescoes has been checked at least for a century to come. 

.Among the Muslim Monuments conserved the principal one is the tomb of 
Emperor .Aurangzeb at Ouldabad, which was originally a simple low grave of 
polished red stone approached through a marble doorway. A wooden enclosure 
had been set up rottnd the tomb in recent times which was an eyesore. Con¬ 
sistent with the well-known austerity of the great Emperor the old grave and 
the marble doorway have been restored in strict accordance to their original 
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dest^rn and the wotiden screen teplaced by a marble enclosure, the design of 
which is again in keeping with the jaii work' of the doorway. The tomb of Malik 
'x 4 inbar at the same place has also becTi properly conserved. Repairs on a large 
scale are in progress in Bidar where the famous Madrasali of Mahmud Gawan is 
receiving the careful attention of the Department. 

In the Nizamabitd District the beautiful temple of DichpalU has been 
thoroughly conserved, while in the Waraugal District the repairs to the well- 
known Thousand-pillar temple of Hanamkunda have been brought to a 
satisfactoTy completion. 

Epi^apby , —Tlie Canarese inacdptinn at Bodhan referred to in the last 
Annual Report has been edited by Rao Bahadur R. Narsimliacharya, Retired 
Director of Archseological Researches in Mysore. It reveals the fact that 
** Bodana," the modem Bodhan, was the capital of a Rashtrakuta king probably 
Nityavarsba Indra Ill (915-917 A.I).). Another Mmuigrapk relates to three 
inscribed copper-plates received from the Mnusif of Bodhan. These have been 
deciphered by Prof. S. Hanumant Rao of the Nizam College and his reading 
iUid translation revised by Rao Bahadur H Krishna Sa.strt, Epigraphist to the 
Government of India. The plates mention a new famil3' of feudal princes, 
viz. the Viryala—not so far known from the Kakatiya records They also 
coahrm the view tliat Kudrainainba was the daughter and not the consort of 
the king Gnnapati. Both these Morngraphs are in the Press and will shortly be 
published. 

Mr. Alt Asgltar Bilgraml during his tours in the Giilbarga and Bidar districts 
has copied a number of new in script ions the readings of which are included in his 
report. 

iVitwfswiirics.—The Department has acquired for its Cabinet the large collec¬ 
tion of the Central Treasury comprising 15, 519 coins of which 771 are gold, 4,791 
silver and the reit copper or other metals. The most interesting of these are 
the Padmatankas of the latter Yadava kings ol Devagiri and the rare gold coins 
of Muhammad ‘Adit ^ah {1057-^)7 A.H.) conridered to the fourth known 
gold coin of that dynasty. 1,391 coins were acquired as Treasure Trove of whidi 
92 are gold, 1,075 rijver and 224 copper or other metals. 

Museum. —Mr, Yazdani has promised to submit a modified scheme in tire 
light of the Farman Mubarak recently issued regarding the establishment of 
an independent Industrial Exhibition Hall, which, when received, will be con¬ 
sidered favourably. 

The Department publishe%i the folU^whrg during the years 
under review ;—(i) Annuai Report for 1330 F. (1920-21 A.D.). (2) The Journa* 

of the Hyderabad Archafological Society, 1919-20 and (3) Rapport Prehminaire 
sur rinterpretation des Painturefi et Sculptures d' Ajattla. The Director, in his 
capacity as Epigraphist to the Goveruraent of India for Moslem Inscriptions, 
contributed seven articles to the Epigtuphfa Indo-Moskmica all relating to the 
mscriptious of tlie Deccan and has alSo edited the *A mal-t~Sdlik for the Asiatic 
Society of Bengal

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Photographs and Drawings .—Seventy new photographs were taken of the 
monuments and antiquities in the Dominions, Besides, Mr. Yaadani has brought 
over a thousand views of important buildings in the Islamic countries. 

Expenditure on Survey and Conservation and Maintenance of the Department .— 
The Expenditure on tlie conservation of monuments during the years under 
review amounted to O.S. Rs, 100,351-3-2 in addition to which a sum of O.S. 
Rs. 61,605-13-9 was spent on. the conservation of the Ajanta frescoes. The 
expenditure on the maintenance of the Department amounted to O.S. 
Rs. 126,162-2-5. 

Co»r/«siojj.—In conclusion H.E.H. the Nizam’s Government express their 
appreciation of the excellent work done by Mr. Yaidani. They are also pleased 
to note that Mr. Syed AU Asghar Bilgrami took great pains to carry on the work 
of the Department and discharged his duties efficiently,

Report of the Archaeological Efepartment

There has been iiti change m the personnel of the Department except the 
appointment of Mr- T. Streenivas, as Assistant Director of Archaeology {vide 
H,. E. H,’s Firman, dated the z4th. Rabi' II. IJ42 H.). Mr, Streenivas had 
previously, in his capacity as Houtvrary Assistant Superintendent of Archseology 
from 1914-16 (1323-35 E,), rendered very useful service to the Department, so 
his appoint men t is most welcome, T was away on deputation to Europe and 
Islamic countries from the 13th Tir 1331 F, (i8th May, 1922J to 5th Urdibihi^t 
33F', (gth March, 1924). during which period Mr, Ali Asgbar Bilgrami, Assistant, 
Home Secretariat, was put in charge of the current work of the Department. 

It has long been ray desire to visit the Islamic countries, partly with a view 
to study the diverse phases of Moslem architecture, but chiefly with the 
object of meeting and living among those people who in early days, under the 
influence of Islam, attained to such high levels of culture and civilization. An 
ambitious programme, relating to tours in far and distant lauds being under 
contemplation, 1 always felt a certain amount of hesitation in discussing its 
details even among my friends, but no sooner was it communicated to Government 
than I received full encourl^eraent from the authorities and His Ea^alted High¬ 
ness through his well known patronage of learning and scieiitiflc research, was 
graciously pleased to issue a Farman sanctioning a donation of £ 6oti towards my 
travelling expenses. I need hardly iitate what this princely gift meant to me, for 
with my own scanty resources, it would have been hardly possible to undertake 
journeys extending from the Baltic Sea in the North to the heart of Arabia in the 
South, and from the shores of the Atlantic in the West to the coast of the Persian 
Gulf in the East, Equally useful proved the interest taken in my mission by the 
Government of India in the Foreign Department, and by the India Office who were 
pleased to communicate my programme to His Britannic .Majesty's Ambassadors 
at the varions Courts in Europe, and to the Agents and Consuls in North Africa, 
and the countries in the near East, The courtesy and hospitality of these high 
dignitaries and officials I shall alw'ays remember, but far more important to me 
was that practical advice and willing help which I received at their kind hands 
for the accomplishment of my objects, despite the obvious limitation of time at my 
disposal. The results of my tours are being compiled as a separate work, which 
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Tours

will be published in due course, but in the meantiine for tlie Hyderabad public a 
series of lectures has been started. Two lectures of the series, relating to Spain 
have been delivered since my return, and they indicate the lines on which the 
other lectures are to be given. 

During my deputj^tion I had the privilege of representing the tiovemment of 
India at the Centenary celebrations of the Sodete Asiadque at Paris. H. E. H.'s 
Government had kindh’ communicated their sanction to my delegation 

The programme for 1331 F. as given in the previous year's (1330 F.) Report 
was entirely carried out. and my tours embraced the districts of Karloiuagar, 
Nizamabad, Nanded, Aurangabad and OosmanabSd. In Baihman 31 F, (January 
1921 A.D.) I had to go for ti few days to Bombay in order to see to the printing 
of a guide-book, which under a special Firman of his Exalted Highness, I was 
commanded to compile on the occasion of H.R.H. the Prince of Wales’s visit to 
Hyderabad, In the same month 1 attended, as a delegate of H E.H.'s Govern- 
ment, the second sessions of the All-India Oriental Conference at Calcutta. 

Mj’ deputatioD to Europe and Isilamic countries alluded to above lasted from 
Tlr 1331 F. to Urdlbihi^t 1333 F. (May, 1922 to March 1924). After my return 
I visited certain places in the districts of Medak and (.’kjamnnabad in the months 
of Tlr and Amurdad (Tune and July) and at the end of the year 1333 F., corre¬ 
sponding to 1924, I went over to Simla in order to confer with the Director 
General of Archaeology on certain matters relating to my duties as Epigraph is t 
to the Government of India for Moslem inscriptions. The details of my tours 
are given in my diary published in this report as Appendix E, 

In no part of India is there perhaps a greater abundance and variety of forts 
than in the plateau of the Deccan . The reasons are not far to seek, for the plateau 
has been on the one hand from very early times the meeting place of different 
conquest loving people wliile, on the other, its special geological formation, con¬ 
sisting of steep rocks standing out in an otherwise fairly level country, offered 
special facilities to the inhabitants tn use the rrjcks as places of refuge, The 
braces of large pre-historic settlements at the loot of Maula 'All and Bbonglr hills, 
clearly show that the early denizens of the platea u specially selected these sites so 
that they nxight climb up the hills monkey like in time of danger. It is not at 
all improbable that at one time the famous scarp of the Daulatabad Fort, which 
in later times must have been chiselled artificially, together with the Golconda 
rocks were resorted to by the inhabitauts for similar purposes. The way in which 
the people t>f hilly tracts availed themselves of these natural advantages would 
have led the dwellers of the ‘plains* to use artificial means for piling up similar 
defences. The mud walls of the Warangal Fort and the unshapely watch tow'ers 
(Bes) of onr modern viilages are reminiscent of the early nulitary architecture of 
the plains of the Deccan. By the advance of knowledge masonry seems to have 
been introduced in building defence walls first in crude forms, but later quite 
regular although the size nf the stones as in the Cyclopean walls, remained a 
significant feature of the mditary architeetuxe of the Deccan until the advent 
of the Moslems. On the walls of the Raichor Fort is an interesting carving in 
which a heavy stone is shown laden on a large four-wheeled cart, tilted up, so 











that the leat end of the stone nearly touches the ground- Buffaloes are yoked 
to the cart in pairs as they grow smaller forward and more indistinct, it is 
difficult to count them. Probably this is meant for perspective. Upon the for¬ 
ward up-turned end of the stone is perched the driver, whip in hand, while others 
are applying long levers to the wheels and stone to help it along. The length 
of the stfine to which the carving refers is 41 ft. 6 inches and it is still built in 
the walls of the Raidihr Fort, near the western gate. The fort, according to an 
inscription engraved on the stone itself, was built by Gore Gangaya RaddJvaru 
in I3Q4 A U. Apart from the large siae of the masonry, tire other distinguishing 
features of the Hindu military constructions are the irregular form of the stone 
and the entire absence of the use of cement of any kind. The joints of the 
stones were first perfectly chiselled and then they were laid one above the other, 
being kept together only by their enormous weight. 

By the advent of the Moslems into the Deccan a vigorous style erf military 
architecture grew up, and the use of the guns under Turkish officers and 
Engineers, in the latter half of the fourteenth century, brought about still further 
improvements in the principles and material of building as well as in the laying out 
of the defences.’ The present fortifications of the majority of the Deccan Forts 
bear a striking resemblance in their arrangement to the mediaeval European forts, 
the influence of the Turkish Engineers being apparently tlie cause of this 
similarity. 

During the period under review three forts have been surveyed. One of 
them — at Elgandal—belongs to the class of ‘ hill forts,' while the other two — -of 
^andhai and Parenda — by their situation and disposition, should be included in 
the category of the forts of the plains. The former bears no inscription, but the 
latter two have a number of epigraphs, two of whicli, carved in the Q,aiidhar Fort, 
are extremely interesting, as meDtioning the name of a Turkish Officer. 1 quote 
the inscription below:— ^

Contemporary history also supports the view that in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries Turkish gunners and engineers were freely employed for 

military defence in India. ^ 

In describing the above tiirt?e forts, I shall observe the order lu which 
I visited them, and shall begiu with the Qandhar Fort, which I visited on the 
loth and 20th Adhin. 1331 F. (24th and 25th October, 1921). 

The town of Qandhar is situated at a distance of about 25 miles S.-W, of 
Nanded, whence it is approached, either by a cart track passing tlirough the 
villages of Keola and Pangra, or by the fair-weather road to MalegSon which the 
visitor has ultimately to leave at Luwa, and to do the last sis miles of the 
jouruey on foot or in a bundi (country cart), the country being extremely hilly 
and strewn over with rough stones. The town with tlie Fort is built in a valley, 
resembling a cup surrounded by hills. 

The arrangement of the defences of the Fort shows a highly develoi^d 
mili tary architecture. The outermost Hue comprises a glacis with a retaining 
wall, completely covering the ramparts of the Fort against an attack by artillery 
from' a distance. Next to the glacis is a belt of open space, which is styled the 
'covered way' in military architecture. Proceeding further we come ac:ross a 
moat about 18 to 2 o ft. deep aud 70 to 80 ft. wide. At the end of the moat is 
built the fausse-braye or ' scarp,’ most massive in construction and defended bj 
bastions. Beyond the Eausse-braye, there is another' covered way,' and then are 
built the ramparts, which are again defended by towers and bastions. The 
moat was kept filled with water, and the tmiy approach to Uie Fort was by means 
of a draw-bridge, which, although not existing uow, yet its site is marked by a 
causeway of a comparatively later date. To reach the causeway the visitor baS 
to descend several steps from the ’ open space ’ {covered way) encircling the moat' 
At the end of the steps are fixed two carved pillars of Hindu origin, one of them 
beating an inscription, recording the name Yaparapa, sou of Juijha, probably a 
Rajpat soldier, who was employed under the Mughals in a si^e of the Fort. 
,Vfter crossing the moat by the causeway the visitor approaches Uie first gateway 
of the Fort, styled the Jinsi Darwaza, or Loho-bandl Dntwaza, on account of its 
being defended bv steel plates. The gateway faces the north, and although it is 
rather low in construction, yet its defence has been most cleverly secured by a 
massive bastion of huge dimensions, which completely covers its view from the 
‘covered way/ or glacis. 

Before entering the Fort I shall describe briefly its outer form, and also the 
salient feature of the fausse-braye. The Fort from outside is a parallelograni, 
the eastern aud western sides being a little longer than the northern and 
soutbem ones. The fausse-braye is built of large blocks of dressed masonry laid

in mortar and h clearlv the work of Moslem architects, although tlie presence of 
numerous sculptured stones, such as capitals, bases and shafts of pillars, 
images of elephants and of other animals and birds, built indiscriminately in the 
walls bear testimony to the fact that at or near the site of the Fort there must have 
existed at one time a Hindu stronghold The fauss^braye rises to a considerable 
height, and is defended by sixteen circular bastions, four of these lieing at the 
comers, and of the remaining twelve, eight are in the eastern and western walls, 
and four in the northern and southern ones In each of the eastern and western 
walls there are also two posterns with semi-circular curtains of massive masonry 
in front. These were probably built for the purpose of a sudden attack on the 
enemy in time of a close siege, and they were also the means of a silent escape 
when the fall of the Fort seemed inevitable. 

Retracing our steps to the main gate of the Fort, we enter tlirougb it a small 
court which is arranged in the form of a barbican. The bastions here are so 
built that the next gateway of the Fort is completely covered, and the assailants 
can be destroyed by musket shots or by the throw of missiles at any point during 
their entry. The second gateway of the Fort is a little larger in dimensions than 
first. It has a deeply rece-sFed double hall oil eacb side of the approach. 
One of these halls, at the time of ray visit, was used as a prison. The gateway 
* is stvled the Maka'i Darwa/.a (ou account of its facing Mecca), and it is also 
called the Machhlf Danvaza, probably on account of its once bearing the Royal 
emblem of the fish. Near this gateway is a small cell in which two broken slabs 
bearing an inscription of Muharntnad Tughlaq are fixed.* 

Passing through the gateway w*e come to aiurther open court with a row 
of massively built rcMimis towards the north and west. They were apparently 
utilised for storing ammunition. The court is connected towards the east and 
west with the ‘ covered passage,' which runs between the fausse-brave and the 
inner walls or ‘ramparts' of the Fort. The latter l>ear a large number of Nisam 
^ahl inscriptions recording the build mg of the various bastions,* At the south¬ 
ern end of the court is built the third gateway, styled the Mankali Barwasta. 
It has on each side a massive bastion, that on the left feast) is very lofty and 
is caUed the Bala Hi^ar Uurj. Bala Hisar, whidi literally means the ‘ High 
CasUe,' probably served the purpose of the ' keep * of the Medisevat European 
Forts. Besides the BSla Hisar the old names of some other bastions of the 
Fort are preserved to this day, w'hich are 

’ Ambar Shahl Burj 
Nandedl Burj 
bakshman Burj 
Rangraaball Burj 

On these bastions old guns are mounted, some of them bearing very interest¬ 
ing names. Fur instance one of them is called Busboian for, or the destroyer 
of the enemy. On the Bala Hi^ar Burj two mscriptional tablets are fixed, one

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of them records the buildiiig of the bastion in 998 ^ (13^ A » 'l» the 
other the laving out of a garden during the reign of Aurangzeb. 

Passing through the third gateway we enter the i.mermost court of the 
Fort which is strewn over with remains of old houses, gardens, P^ihons and 
mosques^all in an advanced stage of decay and enveloped by a thick growth 
of ^nk vegetation. A mosque styled the Muhammad ^flhl Jann* Masjid, which 
stands near the last gfl^teway. is comparatively in a preserved condition, 
bears several inscriptions, one of them mentioning the name of Ibralilm ^ 
^ah and the date 1015 H. (i 6 o 6 A.D.), and another the name of ^lsam §bali 

and the date 947 H. (1540 A,D.). j ■ *v. 

The rcmwas of the old paUce (Lai UabaU) have beea traasformrf mlo tl.e

In describing the Elgandal Fort, which was visited nest on the 4th Dec., 

(8tb Nov. 1921). it may be observed that from an architectural point of view, 
it is not so important as the Fort at yandhlr. Elgandal was, untd 190^ a 
separate district in the Warangal Division, but now it is only the headquarters 
of a Taluqa. It is situated about 3 miles north of Karimnagar, the present 

seat of the district, whence it is approached by a road. 

The Fort is built on a hill round the base of which a luoat 18 ft. deep and 57 
ft wide has been cut. Beyond the moat is the scarp- rising to a height of 24 
ft' from the bed of the moat, and defended by massive bastions, some of which 
are 42 ft high. The only entrance is through an arched gateway whence a 
dreuitous passage leads into a court. Proceeding further we notice another 
line of fortifications enclosing a space about i ,245 yds. in circumference. ^ ithm 
the enclosure steps are built which lead to the crest of the hill. The ascent is 
eirtremely tiring for at certain points the hilt is very steep. The onginal 
stronghold of the Hindu days must have been the summit of the hill itself, 
while the curtains and walls were built in later times. The present defences of 
the Fort are apparently of the Moslem period, and at the crest of the lull there 
are a Baradari and a small mosque both built in the gutb Sbahl style. The 
Baradari has two floors, each comprising a square haU (26 ft. each way) with 
Uiree arched openings on each side. The mosque is buUt close to the Baradart and 
consists of a tman (prayer-hall) measuring 28' 6'X26', and of a cistern, the 
dimensions of which are i6'xi3'X7'- On the roof of the liwun lonv small 
minars are built, one in each corner, These mrinirs have excited curiosity' 
of visitors for a very long time, as they oscillate when shaken. The reason is 
simple enough, for tlie mittars are built of circular blocks of masonry, placed 
one above the other and connected by a steel rod which passes through the 
centre. When visitors shake the mmrs the steel bar osciUates and along with 

it the massive blocks. 

Owing to the transfer of the seat of the district the town of Elgandal 
has dwindled into a village, but the place i.s still stre.vn over with antiquities, and 
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during my sojcmrn I found several mteresting inscriptioiiF, one mentionins the 
name of Bindraban, a well-known historian of Aurangzeb’s time. The manus¬ 
cript copies of ^ of which Bindrabatt is the author—are available in 

India and are also preserved at the British Museum (Rieu s CaicthgifCt 1082 b). 

It is a general history of India from the time of Bhihabu'd Din Ghori to iioi H, 

Khafi ^au referring to this work writes that after a diligent search when 
procured a copy, he was disappointed, for it did not contain half the facts 

recorded by him. ... .1 r 

Bindraban's father, Bhara Mai, received the title of Rai m the 2uth year of 

i^ahjahan’s Teign, and was appointed Diwan of Dara Shikoh, Bindraban says 
that he received the same title from Aurangaebj which fact is corroborated by 
the inscription found by me, for it mentions his name vnth the title . 

Bindraban, later held the Dlwanship of Prince Bahadur Shah, and ^afl Oan 
writes that he was dismissed during the siege of Bijapur fioqK H.) as implicated 
in the Prince’s clandestine dealings with the besieged. He seems to have been 
pardoned subsequently and given an office in the Deccan, for, but for his holding 
an imperial appointment, the Muhtasib tEcclesiastical Censor) would not have 
composed the test of the Elgaudal inscription.

my return from Europe. The lay out of its defends is cstremely ingenious, 
arid as it deserves a detailed description, I have given that m the form of a 

separate article, published as Appendix A to this report, 

During the years under review an extensive programme of conservation has c«««r«tion 
been carried out, the most important measures as usual, relating to the Ajanta 
paintings. In the last year's Report (for 1J30 F.). a reference was made to 
the proposal of the Department regarding the re-employment of the Italian 
restauratenrs for another season, as tlieir operations during the previous year had 
proved eminentW successful. The Government were pleased to sanction our 
proposal, and Prof, horenxo Ceconni and Count Orsmi came out to India m 
Novemhet, 1921 (Dai, 1331 F.). and worked at Ajanta rill the end of April, 1922 
(mvurdad 1331 F ). During this time they conserved tlie entire wing of cave 
XVI and all the important groiips of pictures in caves I, II, X and XVII. Mr 
Ghulam Nabi, an Indian Mechanic, employed by the Department, assisted 
tile Italian restaurSkHrs throughout their work, aud he has now gamed sufficient 
knowledge to carry out independently the conservation of those frescos which 
from inadequacy of time have not been treated by the Italians. A sum of 
Rs. 61,605-13-9 was spent during the season (Fasli year, 133th l^he conservation 
of the frescos. 

By the measures already adopted by the Department, the deterioration of 
the frescos bgs been stopped for at least a century to come, but the relentless 
hand of time being always at work, it is apprehended that despite all care on 
our part, these priceless gems of India's ancient art aud enhure will one day be 
completely destroyed, Tlie Department has therefore long tieeu planning to

preserve for posterity a permanent record of the paintings by means of such 
copies as may represent faithfully the original colour and line of the pictures. 
Fortunately the advancement of science has given us now the means of achiev¬ 
ing this object for by the extant process of three-colour photography complete 
fidelity to original colours can be assured. In Farwnrdin, F. (February, 
iqip), the Department requested Sir Aurel Stein, whose work ' rhoitsand Buddhas' 
is an eminent illustration of the three-colour photographic process, to examine 
the frescos and local conditions, and to report whether such operations can be 
successfully carried out at Ajaata, and if so, at what approximate cost? The 
views of Sir Aurel Stein are embodied in a letter published in the Department s 
Report for 1.^28 F. (1919-30 A-IJ.) He is sanguine as to the success of the under¬ 
taking, and has calculated that the approximate cost will not exceed ^40.000, the 
major portion of the outlay being ultimately recovered by the sale of copies. 
During my visit to England I negotiated with Messrs Menry Stone & Son, the 
firm who have made the blocks for Sir Aurel Stein's inf Bt^ddha^^* and 

with several other artists, and on furnishing them with precise details regard¬ 
ing the work, I found that the reproduction could be executed ia almost half the 
amount w*hich was estimated by Sir Aurel Stein. A reference to some German 
firms whose names were communicated to us thremgh the courtesy of some 
American tourists, has recently shown that the expenditure may be still less, that 
is almost one-third of Stein's estimate. 

Sir John Marshall has evinced a deep interest in the scheme from the very 
beginning, accordingly in one of his letters he writes—” As the finest examples of 
painting in Ancient India and perhaps in the whole of Asia, the Ajanta frescos 
deserve to be reproduced with the utmost accuracy obtainable, and it is only the 
most expert artists like those employed by Messrs. Stone & Sons, who can 
achieve, this.” In another letter he writes“‘‘Of course, it is a difficult thing 
for the State to fimd so large a sum as is required for the reproduction rif 
the whole series. Bnt why not get the nrgflriws done iu the first instance and 
then take your time about reproducing tliera? They could be issued in batches 
from year to year and the cost spread over several years ” The Department is 
now framing proposals on the lines kindly suggested by Sir John Marshall, and 
it will be uo small event in the history of tiie Archieological work in India, 
if through the enlightened and liberal policy of H.E.H.’s f^i^^rnment this great 
vindertaking is carried out. 

Two important measures which for the facility of visitors are being carried 
ont at Ajanta, deserve to be mentioned. First. Ls the laying out of a pttccu road 
from the Fardapur Bungalow^ to the foot of the hill wherein the caves are cut. 
Up to now a fair weather road exists, which in the tourists' season (October to 
Marcbj, is kept fit enough for motor traffic, but during the rainy season it is so 
deeply cut up that it becomes difficult to drive there even in a tonga. Further 
the crossing of the ntervening stream which is quite dry in the cold sea.son, is no 
easy affair during the months of July and August especially after a heavy shower. 
I have a somewhat romantic experience of crossing the stream in the company 
of Sir Percival bandon in 1920, when w*e escai>ed from being carried away 
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by the current by the opportune help of some villagers who threw a rope into the 
lower course of the stream for our rescue. The constmetiou of the road has 
and such an exjierieuce will soon become a tale of the past for visitors. 

The secood measure relates to the building of masonry steps at the eastern 
end of the hill and thus opening a new approach to the caves, t^p to now the 
only approach was by those steps which were built below cave VIT and ended at the 
bed of the stream. The visitor consequently m wet weather when the stream 
was full felt no little inconvenience, A sum of about Rs. iO;,c}oo has been spent 
on opening the new approach. 

In describing the campaign conducted in the domain of Muslim monuments of 
the Aurangabad district, the tombs of Kmperor Aurangzeb and Malik 'Ambar 
at Khuldabad deserve special notice. The original simplicity of the former, 
comprising a low grave of polished red stone built on a terrace open to the 
' showers of divine mercy ’ and entered by a single door of white marble, had 
been considerably spoiled in later times. The roots of a big tree had damaged 
not only the terrace, but aLso the marginal stones of the grave, while the 
exquisite ^ali panels of the door, where broken had been replaced by ugly wood 
work. To add shabiness to the scene, in recent times, perhaps on the occasion 
of the visit of a Viceroy, a wooden enclosure was set up round the tomb, on 
whidi the avaricious mwjawin began to hang dirty curtains in order to keep the 
royal sepulchre concealed from the eye of the visitor until he had been sufficiently 
fleeced by them. 

These unworthy surroundings, offensive as they were to the feelings of the 
devout visitors who came to pay their homage to the tomb of the ‘ Greatest 
Emperor of India/ were brought to my notice shortly after the creation of the 
Department, I lost no time in consulting Sir John Marshall in the matter, for the 
conservation of the tomb in regard to the well-known austerity of Aurangzeb was 
Qo easy task. After due consideration we however arrived at the decision that 
the original grave and the marble doorway should be carefully restored, while 
the wooden screen which had been set up in recent times, might also be replaced bj- 
a marble screen—the jali design of the latter to be in keeping with the original 
work of the doorway. These measures when submitted to His Exalted Highness 
were graciously approved of by him and a special Finnan was issued, sanction¬ 
ing a sum of Rs- 20,000 for the work. T^he expenditure incurred in carrying 
out the above measures has slightly exceeded the estimate, as it amounts to 
Rs. 21,189. 

The tomb of Bialik * Ambar, apart from its historical interest is a fine speci¬ 
men of that style of architecture which grew up in the Deccan after the advent 
of the Moslems from North India. The form of the dome and the arrangement 
of the turrets around its base are accordingly reminiscent of the tombs of the early 
Sulj^s of Delhi. The Chhajja of this building had decayed in some places, and 
the stone floormg and /^i screens also needed repairs. These defects are now 
being carefully attended to, and a sum of Rs, 550 has been spent tm the conserva¬ 
tion of the monument during the period under review. 

Passing on to the Ntzaraabad district mention should be made of the 
2 
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beautiful temple of Didipaili which owing to neglect had fallen into a sad state of 
disrepair and has been thoroughly conserved now.* The missing slabs of the floor 
and the celling of the shrine arc neatly replaced, the drainage of the building is 
improved, automatically closing doors of expanded metal fitted to keep away 
bats and pigeons, and the whole site is thoronghly tidied up. These measures 
have involved an expenditure of Rs. i,604'4-8* 

In the Warangaf district a systematic campaign has been carried out to 
preserve the ■wcH-ktiown Thousand'pillar temple of Hanamkonda. The main 
items of conservation have comprised the resetting of several pillars—‘Which were 
out of plumb, the building of a retaining wall to support the back of the central 
hail, the improvement of the drainage of the building, the relaying of the floor in 
certain places, and the levelling and planting of trees in the court of the temple. 
The total expenditure on these measures has amounted to Rs. 11,687, 

In the suburbs of Hyderabad the repairs which were being executed to the 
fine (.Jutb ^ahi Mosque—^styled theToli Masjid^ for several years back, have been 
brought to completion. The mosque has been thoroughly conserved and its 
safety assured for at least a century to come. It is gratifying to note that 
through the enthusiaHm and interest of the Ecclesiastical Department ‘ daily' as 
well as ' Juma* prayers' have been started in the mosque, and now there is a 
better chance of its being secured from ruin than in its previous neglected 
condition. The expenditure on the conservation of the monument has amounted 
to Rs, 3:,745 during the period under review. In addition to the above monu¬ 
ments some other buildings have been conserved during the years under review, 
the names of which are given in Appendix E published with this report. 

In the field of Hindu inscriptions two Monographs are now ready for pubti* 
cation. One of these deals with the Cauarese record of Bodhan to which a refer¬ 
ence was made in the last Annual Report. The inscription has kindly been edit¬ 
ed for the Department by Rao Bahadur R. Karsimhachar, Retired Director of 
Archaeological Researches in Mysore State. The most interesting mformation 
contained in the mscription is that Bodana, the modem Bodhan, of the history 
of rvhich in early times nothing had been known hitherto, was in the beginning 
of the TOth century the capital of a Rashtrakuta King™probably of Nityavar^a 
Indra III (915-917 A.D.). The town is defended by thick mud walls such as 
encircle the old town of Warangal, and a vast array of Hindu and Jaina remains 
is noticed at the place. Two Persian inscriptions of Muhammad Tughlaq have 
also been discovered—one recording the building of a bastion and the other of 
the * completion of an auspicious building'—‘probably the transformation of a 
Hindu temple into a mosque for the inscription has been found in the Deval 
Masjid, which as its name signifies was originally a Hindu temple. 

The other Monograph relates to three inscribed copper-plates which were 
received sutnc time back from the Munsiff of Bodhan through the Judicial 
Secretariat. ProfcESor S. Haniimant Rao of the Ni^am College has kiudly deci¬ 
phered the plates, and his reaiiing and translation have been revised by Rao 
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Bahadur H. Krishna Sastri, Hpigraphifit to the* *Ciovernment of India. The inscrip¬ 
tion refers to the reign of Rudxamamba, the Kakatlya Queen, who is described 
as tlie daughter of King Ganapati, and it thereby confirms the now accepted view 
that Rudramamba was the daughter and tiot the consort of that King. The 
plates ace also important for the history of the Kakatiyas in that they mention a 
new family of feudal princes, viz., the Viryala, not so far known from the 
published records of the Kakatlyas. 

In the domain of Moslem inscriptions no new records have been discovered 
in the Dominions, but estampages of several Persian iuscriptions have been 
received from the Madras Presidency, which relate to the Deccan Kings. One 
of them mentions the name of Rtf'at Khan Karl, a general who helped 
King Ibr^Im Qull Qutb ^ah to consolidate and extend his empire.* Another 
inscription records the building of some gates at Adaunl and Sirukuppa { Bellary 
district), by the Bijapflr Commander, Mas‘fld Khan, whose name in crmnection 
with the conquest of the Fort of Adaunl by the Afugijals. is mentioned by 
Khan. Mas'nd Khan, according to this historian, defended the fort 
gallantly, but being unsuccessful in repulsing the Imperial troops, he ultimately 
made over to them the key of the Fortress, and asked for the safety* of his lifer 
These iascriptious have been published in the last number of the Epigraphia 
liido-M o&lAm ica . 

The Department has been exceedingly fortunate in acquiring for its cabinet NufliismaUcs 
the vast collection of the Central Treasury. It comprises altogether 15,569 coins, 
of which 771 are gold, 4,791 silver and the rest copper or other metals, 
Mr.Streenivas has examined the coinsand found that many of them are extremely 
valuable, representing new mints of certain Alugh^ Emperors, Among the gold 
coins the collection has a coin of King Muhammad 'Adil Shah (1037-67 A.H.), 
which so far as we are aware is the fourth coin of the dynasb^ in the world. .Again 
the padmaiankas of the later Yadava kings of Deogirl are a most welcome 
addition to our cabinet for they are not mentioned in any of the published 
catalogues of the museums in India. Mr. Streeiiivas has discussed the importance 
of tliese coins in his ' ^Votes’ published with this Report as Appendix B. 

The coins acquired as Treasure trove number 1,391, of which 92 are gold, 

1,073 silver and 224 copper and other metals. Among these coins Mr. Streeiiivas 
has noticed some silver issues representing an absolutely new mint—in 
the Deccan. Coins of no less than three kings have been found as relating to 
this mint. A very interesting note on tliese coins has been compiled bv 
Mr, Streenivas and is published in Appendix B of this Report. The Appendix 
also includes a paper on Parenda which until recently was read as Purbandai. 

Prof. S. H- Hodivala was the first in the field to surmise the correct reading as 
Parenda, now confirmed by two perfect coins in our collection.* 

It is somewhat unfortunate that the idea of the inception of a Museum in .wusemn

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Hyderabad, althougli broached thidugh a FirmaD of His Exalted Highness, some 
ten years ago since then receiving the full attention of the Department, 
has not been brought to fruition as yet. In the last Report a reference is made 
to a PTovLsional Joint-Scheme according to which the Archseological and 
Industrial Departments were to co-operate in the working of a Museum which 
had sections for Archaeology, Fine Art, Applied Arts and Crafts and the Natural 
Products of the Dominions, This scheme before my proceeding to Europe in 
IQ22 had been fully considered and recommended by a Special Committee 
consisting of the Finance Member, the Commerce and Industries Member, and the 
Member for the Archaeological Department. Subsequently it was also approved 
by the Council, but at a later stage when the case was to be submitted 
to Hj s Exalted Highness for final sauctiou, a Firman was issned to the cflect that 
an Industrial Exhibition Hall should be established in Hyderabad. The above 
Firman, although implying no negation of the previous commands of His Exalted 
Highness regarding the creation of a Museum, has been held to necessitate the 
recasting of the Joint Scheme -eliminating those provisions which relate to the 
Applied Arts and Crafts and Natural Products sections. The Dei>artment is 
accordingly framing proposals in a modified form., which when submitted, it is 
hoped, will meet the approval of the authorities concerned, and tlie Firman of 
His Exalted Highness regarding the establish me at of this much-needed institu¬ 
tion will be carried out at the earliest possible date.

In addition, I contributed seven articles to the Epigraphiti Indo-Mostemica^ 
aU of which relate to the inscriptions of the kings of the Deccan. I have also 
edited the * —a coraprehensive history of SMh Jahan's reign, for the 

Asiatic Society of Bengal. Two fasciculi of this work were published during 
the years under review. 

As many as 447 volumes have been added to the library of the Depa rtment, 
of which 234 have been purchased, and the rest received as donations or in 
exchange for the publications of the Department from various Governments and 
learned institutions. The exchange system has proved a distinct gain to the 
Department, for otherwise with a small grant (Rs. 501* pet annum) at its disposal, 
it would have been difficult to acquire many an expensive volume which lias 
been received free under the above system During my deputation to Europe 
Mr. All .\sghar Bilgraini, purchased for the Department among other books an 
illuminated Ms, copy of the yur’an, which besides its fine calligraphy has the

Seventy new photographs of the monuments and antiquities of the Domin- Phato^raifiu 
ions have been taken during the years under review (vide Appendix G), In "*"* 
addition to these 1 haye brought over a thousand views of important Islamic 
buildings in Spain, North Africa, Egypt, Arabia, Syria, Palestine and Iraq. Our 
collection therefore as regards Islamic architecture b exceptionally good and 
somewhat unique in India. 

Mr. Sultan All Faruqi has prepared a large plan of the Jami* Masjid at 
Paienda {vide Appendix H), and Mr. Sayed Ahmad and his assistant have traced 
outlines of 31 scenes of Ajanta paintings. The tracings have been foimd 
very useful by visitors in following the various scenes depicted on the rock walls, 
for the untrained eye does not easily catch the detail of the pictures. 

For the Museum of Hj^derabad which, as alluded above, is still in embryo, 

1 purchased during my sojourn in Europe copies of twenty-four pmntings of 
some of the master artists—.Murillo, Rembrandt, R^uben|, Raphael, Guido Rene 
and certain English and German artists. The paintings form a good nucleus for 
the future collection of the Museum. 

The total expenditure on the conservation of monuments during the years Expemiitiire 
under review amounted to O.S, 100,351-3-2, (B G. 86,015-4-11)— coH»efv>.

to find any confirmation of the statement in contemporary hLstoiy. Tn the I>eccan it is cnstDiuniy 
to attribute the origiu of eveiv' noble fiistitatioti to this Grand Wazir; it is, lliereftire, not unlitefy 
that the compiler of the GazMerr, has made the abor'e statement on the bnsisof a similar traditiiKi 
regarding the origin of the Fort,

'Adil Shlhi and the fjutb Sbibl. was the scene nf constant Warfare, hut it always remained uuder 
the suzerainty of the Ahmadtiagar kings, except for n spell of three days when Ibrihim 'Sdil 
Sbih 1 (1554-57 AJ 1 ,J snddenly appeared there and finding the gates opeu msbed into the Fort* 
ress which submitted and was given Over to one of his officeia. Btirhln Ni^m ^ah on receiving 
the news marched towards Parenda to recover the Fort; but before he arrived witbin tnany miles, 
the Governor, being alamed. fled by night. FifisbtanaTTates the event in a plea-siug raanner and 
I quote him in full : 

“The Nir.am Shahy troops continued to advance towards Parenda; and the dastardly Gnvernor. 
whom Ibrahim ‘Idil ^ili liad left there, fled during the night, before the cnemv had arrived witbin 
forty miles of the place. Shah Jumal-ond'Din Anjoo, a contemporiirj’ told me.* that the Governor 
of Farenda persisted in declaring he heard the trmnpcu of Booihan Nizam Shah wheo he was- 
forty miles distant, and this proved to he nothing, hut the buzzing of a gnat in hia roam," 

In the last days of the Nigam ShShi dynasty, when the Mughnh ‘stormed and carried Ahmed- 
iiogar/ and sent the unfurtuoate King Bahadur Sfeab as a prisoner to the Imperial court, the NJiiin 
Sbabi officers selected Murtd?a, sort of Sah *A 1 i, as their King and transferred the seat of govern- 
luent to parenda.* The place seeins to have eoioyed this distinctiou till very nearly the fall of the 
dynasty, but just at the end we fliicJ a greedy Governor named Aqk Ri^pvin barcainioc with the 
BiJapSi King regarding the Fort and selHng it to him for a sum of 300,000 Anns, which acemding 
to the present gold value of the coin will amount to about jT 150,0110, 

Parenda was besieged twice by the Mughal.t during QiShiahan’s reign, but Imth times the Fcrrt 
proved unconquerable and at last when during Aurnugieb’s teigu it was annexed to the Mu^al 
kingdom we read that ‘ it was won withuot a blow,* The historian, ^Mu^ammaif Kdrihi who gives 
an account of the annexation nf the Fort, writes that the 'Adil ^}ahl GoveraoiT, lihSlib, who made 
(j«r the Fort to the Mughols, received a preseait of Rs. 75,0oo io cash, an elephant, nine horfies. a 
dagger — the hoodie of which mas de^rated with jewels, and a robe of honour. Similar present.s

In lateyr titni^ we &nd Patetida mentionied to liistnry in conneetion with the war between 
Sabaji Bhonslfl and Rnghtinath Rao in. 1774, and in I795 the KirMtiCs amiy was marehing towards 
the Fort* when a battle between them and the Feahwa^s troops ensued at Kardla. 

Parenda was a miat town under the Mns&ale. although the coins btlongtiig to the place w eje 
until recently assigned to Porbandar* Mr. Hodivah^ was the fiiat Kuuiisnmtist to hazard the feadinj- 
Parenda on these coins,! oTid now Mr. Strecds^as. the Curator of the Hyderabad Museutn. has con- 
ermed the guess of iEr. Hodivala by the find of two Coins on which the reading Farroda is tinques^ 
tiouafate. A note hy Mr. StreeHivaa 011 this subject ts publtafied as Appendist B of thb report- 

The Fort itself is a fine specimen cd the MiUtary EiiginceTtng of India in the Mediaeval period, 

I there fore describe it in wme detaij. The outer-mofft dcleuce cnnaists of a glacis which id regard 
to the getiwal level of the adjoining land rises to such a height ns to afford complete prcttection to 
the walls of the Fort from misstles and shots thrown ftoin a long range- At the end of the glacL^ 
is a retaining wall which like the formerj encircles the Fort completely and rises to a height of ft- 
reaching the brim of the glacis. Beyond this wall there b a belt of cleni space vBiying from 1^5 
150 ft. to width. In military architectare^ it is atj'led the ' covered wny^ Adjoiniug the coveted 
way* is a deep moat with * scarp* and * couutetscari* at each end- The height of thecounterw^^arp 
varies from 16 to 19 ft^ and the average width of the tnoal h* The moat was kept filled with 
water and there was only one approach to the Forti oi-'cr a drawbridge, which was d^tjuyed in 
time of danger. The drawbridge docs not eaist now i but the heaw diatoa by which it was hung 
are still to be seen at the gateway in the riarth’Cast coftier of the Fort. lu place of the drawbridge^ 
a modern frail masonry bridge pow stands. 

The form of the Fort tl like a parallclogmin. the northern and southern walb being sligbtiy 
loiiger than'the eastern and westeru emta. They are hnilt of large blocks of dressed masotiiy with 
closely fitting joints. The outer wall, which also serves a^ ftie scarpof the moat, is rteJended by five 
bastions in each of its sides towards the east and we^t, and by sii in each of the sides towards the 
north and wmlh. The basliops axe &emhdceaganal tn shape and surniounted by a parapet consisting 
of altemate solids and open spaccic. QnsiDine of the haitions below the parnpet are kottb-hke abut^ 
ments of solid masonry with apertures in their middle apparently for shooting or dropping tnissiles 
on the assajhng army. Along with the bastions the scarp has also on each side two to four posterns 
defended by sctni-drcular curtains. The posterns were built for soipdse attacks in time of a close 
siege, sad they were also the uiesaii of a ^nt escape when the fall of the Fort seemed certain- 

ProceetUug further from the tiiodexn masonry bridge, alluded to above, we approach the first 
gateway which is buiU at the north-enst corner of the Fort- ft has an arch-shaped entrance 
fitted with heavy ixmi-plated doars. On entering the gateway the vbitor passes through a vaulted 
passage which first turns tciwards the west and then towards the south , ultimately leading to a narrow 
court ovcT^siiadowed by grhn aod lofty bastions, scrviii:^ the purpose of a barbican for the secoud 
gateway of the Fort which faces east. The hastiati along the northern side of this gateway 
although moat massivt: in cijostructiao has a pretty halcooy projecting half way tip its height. 
The small arch-shaped openings of the balcony with dainty carvings have a somewhat cjuairLt 
effect in the otherwise stern appearance of the tower. 

In front of the second gateway two small gnus bearing the name Nig&iii * All are lying- 

They ochibit no superior workmanships and were probably made by French ot Dutch Engineers in 
the service of the Xizam at the end of the idtb and the bcfsinning of the igth centuries. On the 
bastiems of the Fort however two very fine old guns oro ruriunted; one of thciu h styled Ul^J^ 
(Dragon Body) * and the other iXU (Battle King).’ Both of them bear the maker's name—

The n»me 
Malik Maidin again is of considerable mtotest for the wdUkaowti large gun of BijapOr dio bears 
this name. The lattet necoriiiii™ an ioseriptiop carved on it wa? mode by a TurkisTi Eugineef 
named, ^fuhatiiibadp the son of IJasaji Runii.^ In i>5fi H. (1^49 AJ>.) it was tested by the Turkish 
(k^ve^mJ^, Aqa MytSd, who was employed at the Parenda Fort, and whose name is pn^rred to 
this day in an iTtscription carded ai the Fort at Oandhar.* Kbafi ^an menttons the gun in con¬ 
nection with the siege of the Pareuda Fort by l^rtnce Jrahaminad 5 boia\ and also refers to the fact 
that in xbs^ A.D* Mu^mmad * Adi I Shall on ^qtiiring pcasession of the Fort ordered tiic removal 
of the Run to Bijapur.

To taume o«i ii£i»uiit,oupsissitis thfou«b the second gateway of the Fort we enter mto aimthef 
eonrt vftidi a again defended by niassire bastions. In the north-side of the court there are the 
femains of a bail the facade of which k decurated with fine rtnaw work. The openinejs of tlie hall 
are ntch-shapet] but somewhat squat In prcqnutbn- Prooeeding on from the second gatexvay ae 
vbitorhaa to turn towards the left (&outhJ and then towards the right (WestJ.* until the third 
gateway is reached—whHi laces uurtb. The gateway k built ol finely chisetjed tiiosonry imd its 
arch has reiy fine proportions. .««)ve the ape* of the arch a Persian iitarriplioii is carved in the 
form (rf a rosette. The dcciphermeat of the tnscriptiois cm account "f its rather intricate arrange¬ 
ment bta not brcti free frum difficulty in sclinlars. but I have succeeded in making out the major 
part of it, and puhttshed my reading in the form of a pap« in the last number of the 
iHdo MifslftHiin (fw 1921-32 pp, 6-7). The inacriptioti crmtaiiw the name of the Nijiuti Shahi 
* tiovernor. lUjwajo Jahan. mid also the date 959 It. {i 353 We have alteady observerl 

(ru^ni, p, 17J that the Fort remained the fief of i 3 ),wfiia J: ahan and liisson Kfir ^Sn, who enjoyed 
the same title, until 1554 A.D. when the latter for espousing the cause of Prince ^idar incurred 
the displeasure of the Nifairt glmbi Court, 

in front of the gateway (third) is a narrow tortuous well, and on the east an eitreinely lofty 
bastion the top of which is crowned with a pavilion. Hie pgvfttuu seems to have hccti built for 
the residence of the Commander 01 the Fort, for it forms the highest point in the fortificatinns. On 
either side of the third gateway extend the tuner walls oi riwi/iariiof the Fort, the bastions of 
which arc circular and mure tiuissive aud lofty in construction than the hustionB of the outer walls 
(scarp). 

PaSfflng llitnugh this gateway wc entei a moled passage which continues until the fourlh 
gateway is reached. Fromhere we get a view of the interior of the Fott“on our right ore seen the 
ruins of a series of vaulted halls, and ou the kit stands n moMiue which will be described presently. 
The rained halb were originally utilised tor aturing ammunition and provbioiii, Some of them 
are very spaciom! and have also large imder-ground (iauibers. 

The mosque although imt a gtaud Imllding, yet its rtyle is very iuteresting, and it will he 
discussed here in some detaiL The nusquc is endnted by u high wall of chbelied masonty, the 
surface of which hs decorated with bands of artistic carvings. At the top of the wall is an 
uniametitiil parapet the design of which is often found on buildings of thk period at Bljapur

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(Piute IV d). The buildiiifi lias three entraiiees. facing iiortli. south oudeast- Tlie first two are 
of rather small dtmensions aiul consist o^f a pillar'and-hutel style door, opeiiiog upon a vaulted 
vestibule, which leads to the Interior of the huiliUug. The eastern catrance is the largest of the 
three, it is built iu the form of a porch, entered bj- an arched doorway of fine proportions. The 
roof of the pordi » vaulted, and the ceiling is decorated with circular bands of exquisite 
car^'ing. Iti the sides of the porch (towards the North and .South J are fixed screctis, the decorative 
patterns uf which resemble those coranionly found in Medieval Hindu temples of the DecennJ 
The carvings on the door at the hack of tliv porch are also of Hiidu design. 

On entering the building by tlic main doorway the visitor notices a paved walk leading to the 
terrace built in front of the prayer-hall- (hi the right side {NortliJ of the walk is a ttiasanry 
cistera fur ahlutioit-, while the left side (South) is occupied by n raised platform of uneven surface- 


Tbe pUitfmm is appareirtly of recent conatructioo and originally the site may have been occupied 
Iw flower-beds, or by another cistmi of the same dtinensions as the one on the right side of the 
walk- 

The prayer-hall ol tlie mosque etwesists of three aisles each divided into fifteen bays by 
mean* of pillars rianj. They are of a blackish stone, and carved 

ill the Hindu style and lieautifully polLdied (Plate V a}. The roof of the 
hall which is divided into a series of square compartments is again built in 
the Hindu style. Hach compart me nt consisting of nine overlapping slabs 
arranged in three tiers. Eight of these are triangular in form and one, 
which is placed in the middle is square (i«e tliagram).* 

At the north end of the hall is the Muqasmnt or enclosed space for the 
King or the ladies of the Royal haiem. The lattfcie work of the enclosm* 
is of Hindu dtslgn and so are the pkasing screens which fin the arched 
openings in the iiortttern and southern walls of the ball- The carvings *>£ 
the Mihrab also bear considerable lescrohlance to those of the Mediaeval Deccau temples, while 
the similiarity in the case of the railing of the pulpit is so cumplete that it may easily he t^eu 
for the railings fixed on the stylobates of many u temple in the Deccan (Plate V n). The Hindu 
architectural devices and decorative motifs so freely used in the mosque however do not detract 
from the general plan of the building wliich is strictly Mcisleni. and the artistic effect is pleasing 
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tilt mosque towLiids oiif bftek wt cdt^r Imildiog which is styled ih^; TateildarSL 
House, apparently for the reason of the TabsUdars of Paienda in recent times oceuporiug the 
building for tlieir residence. TIie house seems to have been built in late MugJjal days or during 
the Asafjahl dynasty for in the courtyard is a pavilion of the HrtqjSli style, and the inner walls of 
tootns are decorated with rows of small niches. For modBro requiteraenfe the building has been 
divided into sct crol blocks, hence it b difiimtlt to follow its arigina] plan uow. The hall of the main 
block has a projecting balcony towards the west, overlooking a lieautfful court with an uctagonal 
pavilion in the middle and flower beds and cisterns in the four comers. The vmter to the cistern 
came from a vrell vliich is to Ire seen at Uic uorth-west corner of the court. 

Adjacent to the above court are the remains of another house which is entered by an imposing 
gateway. The house seems to have more than one storey for the closed up ardies O'! a hall are 
to be seen in the octerior of the boildtug almost ot a level with the present ground surface of the 
Fort. Entering into the house the viator first notices a small temple built in the courtyard, it is 
dedicated to Vlshnuite worship and cop tains two sculptures, one showing Vtsltim riding on the 
Garuda, and the other represetitiiig Viriiuu with Lakshmi in his lap. In front of the temple there 
ore some niore sculptures—tepreacnting watrlom, tufllc and female figures, serpents, etc. One of 
these appareivtly representing Eali is most intciesting—she is shown with the tip of her little finger 
in her mouth—an expression ot regret in liidia. but very extraordinaiy on the part of Kali who is

At the southern end of the conrtvafd of the house is a platform* along three sides (easli wrat 
and south) of which rooms are built, and the fourth is owopied by steps descending into the court¬ 
yard, The room^ towards the east and west have falleti down, while thotse towards the smith am 
lairly intact* The middle room of this wing has a domical roof mid in one pf tne chambers on its 
side (towards the east) old guit powder h idoied. 

Apart from the bniltSings described abo^e the interior ol the Fortg presents a masis ol debtia and 
loose iitones, making the ground level t^ery uneven—an idea of which may be gathered from the two 
sectionii p. ajJ.one from north to south and the other from east to west. The sections 

also show the dimensions and arrangement of the several lines of fortificatiotis.^

Nizam's Central Tteasury has more than compensated for this. Tlie Gold+ Silver and even Billon 
coins fonned a vatnable acquisition, but as regards the Copper coins^ these were Oiore of quantity 
than qnalHy.

The single Gold coin of Muhamiusd * Adil Sh^i mentioned above having been found among 
those received fnun the Central Tieasuiy^ is of great ititerest and value. Till 1910 no cutns in nny 
of tlie metals—Copper. SUver or Gold—of the ‘ Adil Shaht dynasty of DljapOr had been published, 
Ln that year the late Dr. (^nrge P, Taylor published an artide illustrated by 1*1. XXXIX, in the 
A^uiMUMfii/u; SuppUtaeni {So. XV, p. 678), to the JunrHAl of the Asiatic Society of Bengal (VoJ. VI> 
So. 2), OH a itumbet of Copper coins forwarded by Mr. Heniy Consens, and some others from the 
collection of Mr, K. T. Ttianawala and Mr, K, I=, Kotwal, belonging to this dynasty. He therein 
expressed a hope that when further scaretk was made, it will some day be reworded by the welcotue 
diaenrery ol Bljapar coins in both Sib-er aad Oolti Two years later (1912). Ihr. Taylor bimsell 
had the pleasnre of autikmueiug the discovery nf three small Gufif coins of Muhamuiad ' Add S]jah 
in an article in the AriiiMisii«a(tc S%tp^m9tti fSo, X\Tll, p, 227, 0/ the Vd. vm. No. 6} 

They belonged to Colonel Blddulph from whom the British Mtiscilin received one of the specimetis 
as a present.

” Purbftndar is a town on the west coast of Kathiawar and was a port of some importanci! io 
early tinies^ Only four coins of this mint are knowu—the two al>ove (one of Aurangzeb and 
one of ^]lh *Alain I) and anuthcr of Shah "Alatn and the fourth of FarruMlsiyoT—all rupees

Mr. It. B, Whitehead in his Mint notes in the Introductioti til the Cataiogus oi coiae in the 
Punjab Museum, Lahore, Voluiue Jl, saysr— 

“Furbandar was a am all port on the wi'st coast of Rnthlawar. It b a very rare initit. 
Rupees are knowti of i^tangaeb, Sh^h ^4lalll I, Faxm]daisiyaT nod Muhatomad Stab, and 
a Mnkur of Farru^siyar b in the Brittslr Muscnni Collection, see B. M. CMalitgm No. Spi, 
which has been wrongly ascribed tn Bareli Mint. The arranRement of the first three lettcra 
of the word ia unmUukabler find very eharflcteristic of this mint iiaine.“* 

lu 1917, however, Ffofeisor S- H. Hodivala, Principal^ Hfiba-ud^Din College, Juuagadb, 
Kfithiawlr, in one of hia learned contributions in the iVuiaisinortc (No. XXXI. iq 6) put 

in a caveat against the readiog Porbundar or Purbandar and adduced tnsmy reasons in support of 
hfe suggested reading of the mint as Faremln or Pureada. which^ to ttiake this artidie $elf* 
contained, are briefly given below. 

First, the Professor contended that the the rtuqU^f being as gloriously itncetLain as the law 
itseJfi it was not toip<jS5ible to read the name in sonie o^ier way. The dots of the third letter were 
not unatuhiaously marked, aod the final or sucth tetter did not appear at tail on most specttiieos, 
and when it did happen to Iw partially visiblCt it would seem to be an * aff/ fathei than a Vtf ^ Thua 
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twu at least of the si* letters were altogether doubtful and impossible to fix: tCL Nos. i anti s of 
Plate \ni). 


In the second place, bis wide and accomte knowledge nf the Persian historians enabled him to 
point out that the aauill Kathiawar town of Pinbandar was always sp^t oa the yery few occasioas 
on which it is at all alladed to bv the Persian bistortans as ^ with the ^ • IPao' which was 
never dropped. He cited the AftinrnHnm of Abu'l Foal where Pot bandar is incidentally mentioned 
once, and oma; also in tiie chapter of the dfw Akbarf devoted to i description of the St*8n of 
Gujarat. He also cited the only other Persian work—the Miral-t^Affmadl-a history of Gujarat in 
which the name occurs, and where the spellimt is consistently joJu and „tit jiL jt. The second 
volume of the J/l/df, the Professor showed, contained a valuable stiitisticnl account <iT District 
Catcilcer iii which the writer expressly laeutioiis all those mints of tiie Ih-ovince that ate known to 
us, via., .Abmadabad, iitirat, Cambay and Junogadh, There is tio caentian in the section on Por- 
bandar about u or usint having exiGted in that town, though several details are given as to 

the establishiucut in each of the tilher miats and even the revenue derived fcom them. 


Finally, the Professor contended that thu decipheroient would make Porhaudar a gold mint in 
the reign not only of Farratlisiyar. but of ^ali ■Alam 1. While a glauw at the lat of Mughal 
mints clearly showed tiiat the towns in which the noblest of the metals was allowerl to lie coined, 
were all either places of historical reauwti, famous centres of wealth and industry in their day, 
capital tfate of great Subas or Pmunces, or locatitics having .some political or militaiy importance 
at the time. Not a single undoubted instance can lx* citeil of a fifth rate town tike Porbandar having 
been exalted to dignity of issuing gold coins in two lyigus sod silver coins in three or foot 
Porbandar in Kathiawar, no dnuht. is more familiar to us noa as the capital of the Jethva 
Cliief of Porbandar and has been so only since the Rema Sultanjt, jwteeiving tliat the Muglial 
power was entirely broken, transferred Itis seat of rule to the place lu tlie year 1785 of the Christian 
era. But during the period to which the coins belonged it waii only a place of secondary’ import- 
ojiiix even til tlie very small district ixtiupied by the ancestors of tlic predcut Jethva Chief. It was 

not even their capital, for that was at Chhayfi throughout the period to which the coins under 
tli^cujgsioil betaag. 


Having stdt(?d tUs for ptadiig Porbandar in the not of the ktiowii or reason* 

ablv certain tniot towns tbe Mti^aK but of the coujcctttral and altogether uncertain one&p 
Professor Hodivajn su^^ested Parenria as a tiame to which mj exceptioo cutiM ht taken oa histofical 
or othtrr ^founds and which satisfied aJJ other ccnditbua besides. From various authorities ke 
conviiicmglj- Ahowed that at the time of the issue nf these coins. Punridti m .jut I>HitiiniQiis was a 
place, which, on uccoiiiit of its great importance, wns more llkeJy tu have possessed a than 

the then insi^oiticont Porbaudor He therefore stibitiitiei] that the clmms of Pareuda or Ptirenda 
were at least equally worthy of consideiation, aud asked that judgment may be reserved tintij the 
discovery of less ambigiiotis specimensp ns the aanie could not be read widi certaitity on any o( the 
few cohts tin theu known.

How fnlly justified the ProfesBor was, in cuutendins lor the superiur claim* of itid Poieitda will 
Iw seen from the ver> intorating uiticle on Pareuda From the pen of Mr, Va^daui aimeariuK in 
another part of this report (Appetidt* I). 

It is therelure now a great pleasuto to »i«i.rd that in the emnarr at clasairyiug and aitaiigiiig a 
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large number of coiufi received frojp tbe State Treasury and as Trejiaune Trove from tjiae to time, 
a few coitis of thesdn^alled Porbandar mint were met witti which, foUowtog the older immiiniiatists, 
were first read as fuibaadar^ but later oo a few more were discovered* two of which fortimately 
had the mint name in full and clearly read Parenda. Rabbi up of thesafi were sent to ProfesEwr 
Hodnrala for his eicpett opinion, in the light of hia oontentioii in favour of Paienda. According to 
him the terminal oJi/ is so clearly inscribed as to leave not a shadow of doubt as to all of them 
having tf^ed from Pareiida,"*^ The mint can therefore now be indubitably read as Parenda, and 
thereby we add a new mint to the list of ^int towns. 

There axe seven coins, all nipei^, ol this mint m the Cabinet of the Hyderabad Miiseum — one 
belongs to Aurongzeb^ three belong to i^ah ^Alaiti Bahadur and three to FornilJj^yar^ They are 
described below and illu^ated in Plate VTI, JTos. fi and 7 of ^Alam BohSdur are those mth 
the termiiial ' o/t/" of tbe miot in full enabling us to read the mint as Parenda with certainty^

la the lost Annttai RMpori for lg(2o>2t (p. 2S), some coiiiB whose mints could not be identified 
«eie mentioned of which three were illustraterl in PI. VII (Nos, 13. 14 and T3), The rr.int was 
tentatively su^ested as something like E^karte. and it was hoped that other nutniamatists may 
be able to throw some light on the mint name. 

Profeasor S. H. Hodivala, to whom I had sent mbbings of some of these coins, oonaidered the 
lettering quite clear and beautifully distinct. He thought that the name seemed to be KSngfi or 
Gdng^ hut was entirety at a loss ds to its tocalizatkm. At the meeting of the NtinOsmatic .Society 
of India for 1933 held at Patna or the’6th of January, 1934, which I waa able to attend by the 
kind penntssion of H.E.B. the Ntzain'^Davemmetit. the coins of this oiiknown mint were inspected 
by the membeia present whose verdict was also simila T to that of Prof. Hodteate 

Last year on his return from Europe 1 showed them to Mr. Vimdjwi. He remembered having 
pesBcd by a place calJed hUnkurti during hfe toms. The fact that as many as thirty-two wins of 
the same mint were acquired only oi Tr^sarc Trow from the districts, supported the iher^ that 
the place must be looked for within our Dominions, He very Idndly undertook to trace It for me 
and has now suwccdftl in doing so. He fa» traced the place Kanfmta from an old manuscript 
Statistical Account of the Deccan.
